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Marion's Electric Car is Up and Quietly Running

Marion Recreation Department Director Jody 
Dickerson is liking the department's new ride that just 
arrived last week - a 2015 all-electric Nissan Leaf the 
town acquired through a state grant that funds a three- 
year lease and powering stations to charge the vehicle. 

Dickerson said the car arrived the night of March 
29, and two charging stations have been installed at 
the Town House and one at the Recreation Building on 
Atlantis Drive. 

"It's perfect for those day-to-day jobs around 
town," said Dickerson while taking The Wanderer for a test 
drive of his new wheels on April 5. "I'm not used to how 
quiet it is. You hear everything else around you. All you 
hear while driving is the tires on the road." 

The car can hold a charge for roughly 90 miles 
of driving and is then hooked up to one of the charging 
stations over night. 

The Marion Energy Management Committee 
secured the grant that enabled the town to acquire the 
vehicle. Committee member Norm Hills said he was there

for the car's arrival, but he hadn't yet had a chance to test 
it out. 

"I think it's a good idea," said Hills on April 5 
over the phone. "It should save the town a lot of money. It 
cost us close to nothing, if not nothing." 

Hills said the Energy Management Committee is 
pushing to acquire another grant to fund an additional 
two electric vehicles for the town. 

"We went with one [car] to get our feet wet," 

Hills said. "We're going to initiate getting the next two." 

Having the new car has worked out well for 
the Marion Rec Department, said Dickerson. And the 
timing of it all couldn't have been better. Since the arrival 
of the new car, the gas tank fell off of the Recreation 
Department's old 2004 Crown Victoria, a retired police 
cruiser handed down first to the Board of Health and then 
over to Recreation. 

"It was time," said Dickerson. "It was unable to 
pass inspection." 

So it's off to the junk yard, Dickerson said. 

The Nissan Leaf, he said, is a perfect fit for the 
Town of Marion. No more repair expenses, no more gas- 
guzzling, and less of an impact on the environment. 

"Any little part that we can do to help. . ." said

Animal Advice

My cat likes to chew on house plants and I will often see him 
chewing on leaves of my house plants. I am aware that some may be 
poisonous but I am unsure which plants should be avoided. 

Of the more common house and garden plants, the most 
toxic seem to be in the lily family. Lily of the valley, can affect 
the heart and can be deadly. The Castor Bean plant may also 
cause death if the beans are chewed when ingested. The 
most common in the area is the Easter Lily. When ingested, 
they may cause kidney failure and even death. Use extreme 
caution for all those who received any of these on Easter 
Sunday. 

Other potentially hazardous plants include aloe vera, 

English Ivy, Periwinkle, Pothos, Primrose, Chrysanthemum, 
Clematis, Hyacinth, Schefflera and Wisteria. The clinical 
signs associated with this group of plants are primarily 
gastrointestinal including, salivation, vomiting and diarrhea. 
Signs of severity of illness will vary with the type of plant 
and the amount ingested. If your pet seems to be prone to 
eating large amounts of homegrown vegetation, avoidance of 
the plants on the list is wise.

Candidate Withdraws from Marion Selectman Race

Dale Jones has pulled out of the Marion Board of 
Selectman race and is now throwing his support behind 
candidate Stephen Gonsalves. 

Jones handed in his intent to withdraw from 
the election to the town clerk's office on Monday night, 
April 4, one week before the Monday, April 11 deadline 
to drop out of the election. Two candidates remain in the 
race - Norm Hills and Gonsalves who both currently 
serve together on the Planning Board and Conservation 
Commission. 

"I really want to be selectman, but I didn't feel 
this was the year to do it," said Jones on April 5 during a 
phone interview. "[Gonsalves and I] had a discussion, and 
he actually believes the same things that I do." 

Jones said he would rather withdraw from the 
three-way race and put his support behind the candidate 
who most shares his views on the town and which

Jones has also submitted his intent to step down 
from active service with the Marion EMS, but he will 
maintain his EMT status and continue to work with the 
Fire Department without participating in active coverage.

It goes on and on without stopping. Funny, Jean 
doesn't seem to notice it. Then there's a sharp screeching 
sound accompanying the clapping. It's the child making 
some deathly, wretched shrieking noise. YouTube is 
also sounding out an audience clapping at the end of a 
performance. People are whistling and cheering. It goes 
on and on. But Jean just doesn't even hear it. 

After 15 minutes of that, Diego moves onto the 
next activity. He grabs the iPad and heads for the study 
floor. This time, I catch him and redirect him to another 
room to resume his railroad-crossing extravaganza. 

"Sorry about that. Did you know my son has 
autism?" 

I tell you a shortened version of the history of my 
son and our journey with autism. Meanwhile, the dinging 
railroad crossing continues. You look at me. I look back at 
you. 

"How do you do it?" you ask me. 

I'm used to this, I say, answering one of my most 
hated questions as an autism parent. I have no idea. I'm 
just so used to this. I'm not even aware, I say. You could 
never get used to this, you tell me. Believe me, I say. I've 
been at it for years. When you're as 'autism-aware' as 
I am, at times you eventually become equally autism- 
unaware. It's a self-defense mechanism. (And with an 
ever-increasing population of children being born autistic, 
this trait in parents could save the species). 

But we all have a threshold. Even an iron autism 
mom like me. 

Soon I am out of mommy juice and it's time for 
you to leave, you say. Thanks for stopping by, I say. Diego 
hears our departing words and comes to give you his own 
goodbye. 

He calls you by your name and says "Bye." He 
puts out his hand to shake yours, and then comes over to 
me and puts his arms around my waist. 

"Come again soon!" I call out. Next time, you 
think, we'll just do lunch somewhere. 

You walk out to your car and close the car door 
and hear the silence that surrounds you. You take a deep 
breath and turn the engine on. You've just been autism-

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awared. During the ride home, you will slowly recover. 

Meanwhile, inside, Diego returns to his organ as I 
gather up the mommy juice glasses, unaware of the music 
until a familiar tune emerges from the otherwise non- 
rhythmic cascading of organ keys. It's the Sesame Street 
theme song. He's figured it out. 

Smiling, I walk into the kitchen, and I'm 
overcome by an enormous wave of bliss. 

These are the songs to the soundtrack of my life. 

As important as autism awareness is in this 
world, I can't help but cherish a little autism unawareness 
in my own now and then. Like breathing, I do it all the 
time - but if I had to constantly think about doing it. 

I'd probably go nuts and wish that I didn't have to do it 
anymore. The thing with breathing is, nobody ever asks 
you, "How do you do it?" 

I don't know how I do it. Just like autism 
parenting, I keep doing what I have to do and it's 
completely natural. Effortless. I can't stop. I do it - 
sometimes aware, sometimes unaware. I am an autism 
mom. And just like breathing. I'm just gonna do it until I 
die . . . whether I am aware of it or not.

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will move forward for state approval after the Marion 
Board of Selectmen gave the proposed aquaculture farm 
the nod on April 5. 

Selectmen only voted to allow the application 
to advance in the state permitting process; they will still 
need to give final approval once the project is fully vetted 
by the state. 

There was some discussion amongst the board 
members as well as with Town Clerk Ray Pickles who 
lives near the site. 

Pickles brought with him a letter of concern from 
another neighbor who is worried about the oyster farm's 
possible negative impact on water quality near the beach, 
although he made it clear that neither he nor the neighbor 
was opposed to the project; they simply had some 
questions. 

Pickles did take issue with Bryant's failure to 
properly notify him of the public hearing for the oyster 
farm. Pickles said he heard from the Board of Selectmen's 
office that very day of the hearing. Bryant admitted that 
he had made a mistake, and Pickles would be properly 
notified when it came to subsequent Conservation 
Commission hearings regarding the matter, as well as any 
future hearings. 

As for the water quality, Bryant told Pickles, 

"The health of that cove has grown tremendously in the 
past five years." He continued, "We've shown, at least 
to ourselves . . . that the quality of the water does go up

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around the oyster beds." 

"If it was determined that what they were going 
to be doing out there was somehow degrading the water 
quality of the water, he would probably be shut down 
rather quickly," Selectmen Chairman Stephen Cushing 
told Pickles. "We don't want to do anything to degrade 
the beach. I don't think Chris does, either." 

Selectman and Recreation Department Director 
Jody Dickerson said water quality at Silvershell Beach is 
tested daily between June 15 and September 1. Pickles 
said that should ease the concerns of his neighbors, since 
they were unaware of the daily testing and thought 
testing was done on a sporadic basis. 

"He's picked out one of the better locations for 
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a grant," said Shellfish Officer Adam Murphy, adding 
"We've been monitoring this site every day" 

The board approved the propagation plan as 
presented in a unanimous vote. 

In other matters, selectmen were visually 
perplexed by a request from the developer of the Marion 
Village Estates to install individual water meters at each 
of the rental units at the 40B housing development. 
Currently, the town bills the developer under one main 
meter. 

The consensus amongst the board was that the 
town was not going to pay to install meters at individual 
apartments so the developer could monitor each tenant's 
water use. 

"This really has nothing to do with us," said 
Cushing. He said he didn't care if the developer paid to 
have individual meters installed at every unit, but those 
meters had to come after the one meter from which the 
town bills the developer. 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for April 19 at 7:00 pm at the 
Marion Town House. 


Mattapoisett FY17 Working Budget Reviewed

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hall, but inside everything was by the numbers. Town 
Administrator Michael Gagne was meeting with the 
Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen to discuss and review the 
working fiscal year 2017 budget. 

The budget's bottom line stands at just slightly 
north of $24 million, a modest increase over FY16. Gagne 
said most departments were level-funded and that he 
anticipates getting the same state funds as last year, with 
municipal growth estimated at $150,000. 

Gagne lauded the efforts of the Board of Health 
in securing an agreement with SEMASS that includes a 
clause allowing the town to receive a lower rate if another 
community secures a lower rate, like a "price guarantee," 
he said. The present per-ton rate of $26 will more than 
double to $59 as of September 1, he noted. 

Another trash-related increase expected to accrue 
to the town, $14,000, comes from several subdivisions 
receiving curbside trash collection based on covenant 
modifications written and approved by the Planning 
Board and Board of Health this year. The selectmen 
were in agreement that the subdivisions' requests were 
acceptable. 

Continuing on the theme of rubbish, Gagne said 
that for the first time in many years the town's landfill 
receipts were ahead of the previous year. 

The looming specter, "other post-employment 
benefits" known as OPEB, was then discussed. 

Gagne said that he and Selectman Paul Silva had

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lobbied hard for OPEB funding during budget discussions 
with ORR School District committee, saying, "We fought 
to fund it, but it was not carried." He said that the last 
time the school district was audited, the OPEB obligation 
was $13 million. Today it stands at $15 million. 

He said that he approached the town's investment 
advisor, Bartholomew & Associates, and discussed the 
possibility of establishing a trust for Mattapoisett's 
portion of the ORR School District OPEB obligation. 

"You can't bury your head in the sand . . . you 
can't do that in good conscience," Gagne said. He 
also explained that he had reviewed the budget and 
recommended starting the new trust with $25,000. "I've 
worked the budget ... it's good financial planning." 
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The town, on the other hand, has meanwhile been 
planning for its municipal OPEB expenses by allocating 
funds to a trust. The municipal obligation remaining to 
be funded is $6 million, down $4 million over the past six 
years, Gagne asserted. Due to savings from Medex 3, the 
town's personnel health insurance plan, there is $60,000 in 
savings which, Gagne stated, will go into the OPEB fund. 

Bartholomew & Associates also suggested setting 
up OPEB trusts for the Water and Sewer Enterprise funds. 

Five thousand dollars will be earmarked for 
maintenance of town buildings, Gagne pointed out, and 
he also suggested setting aside a small reserve for fuel 
costs. 

On a positive note, a small line item may have 
generous payback to the community as the Barnstable 
County Cooperative Extension program will assist in 
seeding the local waters with quahogs. 

Gagne said he had had a good meeting with 
the group regarding restoration of shellfish beds and is 
organizing a partnership between volunteers from the 
town and the county. 

"I think it's going to be a great project," he told 
the selectmen. 

The cleanliness of the town's sidewalks and 
pathways is not being overlooked either, with $1,645 
tucked into the Natural Resources budget for direct 
mailings to residents about the bylaw for picking up dog 
'waste.' 


The tree warden will receive a small uptick in 
funding due to the possibility of treatments needed to 
protect trees on town property from damaging caterpillar 
infestations in the coming months. 

Other highlights from the working budget 
are: the police department $1,989,621 up $37,667; fire 
department $450,517 up $31,287; and ambulance service 
$365,012 up $15,672. 

The school budgets are: local schools $6,888,488 
up $197,762; ORR School District $5,223,589 up $284,869; 
and Old Colony Regional Vocational Technical High 
School $561,941 up $82,000. 

Gagne reminded the audience that, with pending 
union and non-union wage negotiations, the budget was 
not finalized. 

Gagne will meet with the Finance Committee, 
Capitol Planning Committee and the Community 
Preservation Committee on Wednesday, April 6 at 6:30 
pm in the town hall conference room. Voters will get 
a chance to voice their decisions regarding the budget 
during the annual spring town meeting scheduled for 
Monday, May 9. 

Harbormaster Urges Shorter Billing Cycle 

Mattapoisett Marine Advisory Board

Since becoming the Mattapoisett Harbormaster, 
Jill Simmons has striven to improve the finances of the 
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77 Forest St., New Bedford, MA 02740 
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Waterfront Enterprise Fund and all that that entails. 
During the March 31 meeting of the Mattapoisett Marine 
Advisory Board, she continued on that theme. 

"In my opinion, it's a major problem sending bills 
out on the first of February. They've got 60 days to pay, 
extended another 60 days with a $50 fine . . . that puts the 
assignment of moorings too late in the season," Simmons 
explained to the board members. 

She said that a 30-day cycle with bills being 
sent out either in October or November would provide 
adequate time for determining which moorings were paid 
for and assigned and which moorings would be available 
to the next person on the waiting list. 

Simmons said the way the billing cycle and 
grace period now works caused her department to have 
21 unassigned moorings at the end of September 2015. 

She suggested that, with the proposed billing changes, 
those moorings could have been assigned and enjoyed by 
paying customers. 

On the theme of boating fees, Simmons said 
she had received some calls from customers of the 
Mattapoisett Boatyard complaining about the increase in 
mooring and permit fees. 

In February, the Board of Selectmen voted to 
increase boating fees after a multi-year hiatus. The new 
fee structure sets a sticker fee per foot: $2 per foot for 
residents; $5 per foot for non-residents; and $1 per foot 
for senior residents. The mooring fee is set at $60; all- 
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565 Rounseville Rd, Rochester 508-763-8544 
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inclusive commercial mooring and sticker fee $200; 
commercial mooring unused $70; all-inclusive commercial 
dock/ float/ sticker fee $210; town slip and timber pier fee 
all inclusive $50 per foot; skiff fee $150, seniors $75; and 
small boat fee $50. 

Regarding the fee increases for those customers 
using marina moorings. Chairman John Cornish said, 

"The boatyards could have absorbed those fees if they 
wanted...." 

The MAB elected to take the billing cycle change 
under advisement and to check with the town clerk to 
ensure that it would not overburden her office. 

Simmons also reported that she had met with 
Town Administrator Michael Gagne regarding her

suggestion that the town look into parking fees for the 
parking lot at Railroad Avenue. 

She said many cities and towns throughout the 
area charge parking fees to offset expenses. Gagne had not 
been in favor of setting fees for parking at that location, 
she said, with Gagne indicating town residents and their 
family members use the lot as well as day visitors. 

Simmons said that she had also recently met 
with Jon Connell of Field Engineering and Jen Szabo, 
the recently hired grant writer for the town, regarding 
handicap floats for Long Wharf. 

Szabo, as Simmons detailed in her written 
report to the MAB, is charged with writing a grant for 
approximately $200,000 to the Seaport Economic Council, 
a grant program of coastal Massachusetts communities. 

Although the MAB members were in favor of 
providing handicap access, they were concerned about the 
location of the floats on Long Wharf. Mike Church, Jeff 
Swift, Jack Duff and Cornish all felt that positioning the 
floats on the windward side of the pier was a recipe for 
disaster. 

"It's crazy on the windward side," said Cornish. 

In other matters, Cornish reported that the 
ORR sailing program has begun for the season. He said 
MattSail would be paying for the high school-based 
program for the next five years as well as providing all 
equipment. When asked, he was unsure if plans were in 
place for funding the program at the end of the five-year

Tabor Academy has the unique privilege of being 
located on the waterfront. This position allows for a lot 
of exploration of the local marine ecosystems as well as 
a lot of sailing opportunities. When welcoming visitors. 
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the waterfront and all of the exciting prospects that it 
provides is a wonderful introduction to campus and a 
great opportunity for outsiders to witness. 

On March 30, the entire student body of Our 
Sisters' School, an all-girls school in New Bedford, 
came to visit Tabor with a few faculty members. They 
were guided through hands-on marine and nautical 
science stations, learning all of the fun and educational 
opportunities that Tabor has to offer. 

There were stations set up for Seamanship, 
Specimen Trap Recovery, Aquaculture, Touch Tanks, 
and Safety at Sea /Survival Craft. Our Sisters' School's 
students broke up into five groups, and a crew member of 
the school's schooner, Tabor Boy , aided the Tabor faculty 
working each station. 

"Students cycled through all five learning 
stations," said Captain Zane Randall. "They had the 
opportunity to interact with local marine invertebrates, 
learn the basics of sea survival, get up close and personal 
with the life that is found off our docks and in our waters, 
as well as get a hands-on idea of what it takes to work 
onboard a ship." 

The day came to a close at the Waterfront where 
Captain Dave Bill taught the entire group the infamous 
Sea Wolf Salute, as told by Randall. 

Jay Cassista, Jenny Albright, Elizabeth Leary, and 
David Bill also led stations for the visiting students. These 
faculty members all teach marine or nautical science 
electives or work on the Tabor Boy. 

"My station was 'Sea Survival'," said Captain 
Bill. "The visitors got to try on survival suits and we got 
as many visitors as could fit into the life raft." Afterward, 
some of the visitors competed in a Survival Suit donning 
race. Bill said they competed against each other and 
"against the watch" to put survival suits on as quickly as 
possible. 

The 67 Our Sisters' School students spent 25 
minutes at each station getting a pretty in-depth look 
at Tabor's Marine programs. This is an experience not 
offered at every school, and being able to share our 
incredible nautical and marine science programs with 
other local students widens the scope of the amount of 
knowledge Tabor can impart. It's a privilege not only to 
experience Tabor's programs, but to be able to share them 
as well.

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recently approved next year's budget with a $616,000 
increase over the current budget. Naturally as seems 
to have become the norm, despite the increase, new 
and existing important positions were cut including a 
guidance counselor, a special education director and, of 
course, an art teacher. 

I understand the difficulty in building a school 
budget. Having served for many years as a Vice Chair 
of a School Committee elsewhere and as a former board 
member of both the Department of Education's Arts 
Advisory Council and the Massachusetts Alliance for Arts 
Education, I appreciate that providing for the general 
operation of a multi-million dollar publically-funded 
enterprise with its maintenance costs, salary obligations, 
insurance increases, state mandates and all the rest is 
difficult. I, too, once had to vote to cut an art teacher, and I 
lost my first teaching position in a reduction in force. I get 
it. 

Still, I wonder where I would be had I not been 
able to study art at Old Rochester. According to the school 
principal, the reduction of that art position will leave the 
school with one art teacher and will deprive 218 students 
. . . nearly a third of the school's total population . . . who 
want to take art from doing so. I wonder how many of 
those students plan on pursuing art as a career as I did. 
With the help of my teachers, I was able to prepare a 
quality portfolio that got me accepted into two prestigious 
art colleges. 
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For over fifty years, I made my living from art. 

I know that studying art is a viable avenue to success 
in our complex world, not just an expendable luxury 
After all, art is everywhere and has been long before the 
French scientist Blaise Pascal invented the first calculating 
machine in 1642. Not to suggest that a scientific- or 
technology-based career is not desirable, but without 
artists much of what we see and use today would not 
exist. Talented artists who have chosen careers in a wide 
variety of creative disciplines serve our culture and 
society and contribute billions of dollars to our economy. 

Consider that the eyeglasses through which you 
are reading this were likely designed by an artist who 
chose a career as an industrial designer. He or she may 
even have designed the machine that ground the lenses 
ensuring that it not only functioned and was safe for the 
operator but looked attractive as well. 

The design and layout of this paper was created 
by a layout artist. In fact, the type style you are reading 
was created a long, long time ago by an artist to be easily 
read. The blouse, skirt or slacks you are wearing, your 
shoes and yes, even your undergarments were created 
by artists working as clothing designers. The rings on 
your fingers, your wallet or purse and even the money 
in them plus the chair you sit on, your cell phone and 
everything on your desk including the desk and just 
about everything in your home, all had an artist's hand in 
its design. Even your house was designed by an architect 
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trained in art in order to understand design principles 
and express their ideas to their clients. And, I haven't 
even mentioned all the art on TV and in the movies that 
entertain us or in museums that record our history and 
define our culture. All of these professionals studied art 
first, probably in high school. 

The good news is that some people are trying to 
raise awareness of arts education funding issues, even 
in Washington. A newly-created Every Student Succeeds 
Act (ESS A) has the potential to improve the standing 
of art education in classrooms across the nation. In 
Massachusetts, the Arts /Learning and MASSCreative 
organizations have begun initiatives to improve and 
foster arts education policy that support students who are

Woman, Interrupted

Packed in a Trunk: The Lost Art of Edith Lake 
Wilkinson . A documentary directed by Michelle 
Boyaner and featuring Jane Anderson. Running 
time: 78 minutes. 

It's bad enough when artists die in obscurity; 
it's far worse when they are condemned to live in 
obscurity for much of their existence. In Packed in 
a Trunk , which hits DVD and various streaming 
platforms on April 26, we learn about Edith Lake 
Wilkinson, whose misfortunes were threefold. Edith 
had the bad luck to be a woman, an artist, and gay 
in an era, the late 19th and early 20th century, that 
had little respect for any of those attributes. After her 
parents died, Edith had an inheritance, which was 
allotted to her a little at a time by an unscrupulous 
family lawyer who had a large degree of control 
over her. This lawyer discouraged her from living in 
Provincetown, forever a place of tolerance for artistic 
gays, and from living with her lover Fannie. Most 
damagingly, he saw to it that she was admitted to an 
asylum; Edith spent 32 years locked away until her 
death in 1957 at age 89. 

Probably none of us would have heard of 
Edith if not for her great-niece, Jane Anderson, 
who'd grown up surrounded by Edith's paintings in 
her childhood home. Now in her fifties, Jane has a 
career of writing and/or directing quirkily feminist 
movies ( When Billie Beat Bobby; Normal; The Positively 
True Adventures of the Alleged Texas Cheerleader- 
Murdering Mom). Like her great-aunt, Jane is artistic 
and gay. She feels a connection to Edith, and wants 
to rescue her from darkness. Her goal is to get 
Edith's work shown at a Provincetown gallery; 
spookily, a gallery owner reaches out to Jane, and his 
gallery building is the same one that once appeared 
in a painting of Edith's. 

The title, of course, has dual meanings — not 
only Edith's art was packed in a trunk. If she'd been 



allowed to carry on as she wished, her "white line" 
wood block technique might have been recognized 
as innovative and influential. Her work is fresh, 
unpretentious, and increasingly colorful as she 
found her groove in Provincetown, surrounded 
by all that Cape Cod beauty. The movie, however, 
doesn't really try to recast Edith as a LGBT martyr. 
Jane Anderson doesn't want to wallow in the 
unfairness of what happened to Edith; she wants to 
air Edith's work, let it speak loudly and beautifully 
for itself. And it does; many people come to see the 
paintings, many more will see them via the movie, 
and all that will be remembered of her attorney and 
persecutor is that he was a bastard. Posterity wins 
this time. 

Packed in a Trunk is sometimes a little iffy 
technically — it has occasional problems with 
camera focus. But the essence of Jane's mission 
stays clear and readable, and we are pleased to see 
the Provincetown community's embrace of its lost 
daughter. As luckless as Edith's life seems to us, 
there is also a fair amount of good luck: here was 
a woman whose work happened to wind up in the 
home of a girl who would grow up into a position 
to rehabilitate Edith's reputation. How many other 
artists, male or female, white or otherwise, have 
been denied us forever because they were gay in the 
wrong place and time, and did not have a distant 
relative to tend to their work a century later?
